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Fairfield High School Band, 
Organized in 1932, Has 60 
Members; Other Activities 


With Prof. J. Floyd Slavbough, tho 
county superintendent of schools 
presenting diplomas to sixteen grad­ 
uates on the night of May 28, the 
26th annual commencement of Fair­ 
field high school was held on the 
athletic field. 
It was the largest class to gradu­ 
ate from the school and the exer­ 
cises were attended and enjoyed by 
the largest audience ever present 
as such an event. The presence of 
so many people was fitting testi­ 
mony to the growth and develop­ 
ment of the school. Beginning with 
a very small enrollment, the Fair­ 
field schools have gradually grown 
until the peak of enrollment was 
reached this year when 160 pupils 
attended. Of this number 64 were 
enrolled in the grades, and while 96 
were high school pupils, approxi­ 
mately 75 per cent of that number 
were rural students from Hamilton- 
ban, Liberty, Highland and Frank­ 
lin townships. 
During this development many 
improvements have been made. One 
of the most important chances was 
brought about in 1932 when, through 
the efforts of a 
former principal, 
Prof. L. J. Fitzpatrick, the curricu­ 
lum was changed from a three-year 
course to a four-year course. 
This 
made it possible for students to com­ 
plete their high scliool work in Fair­ 
field instead of having to transfer 
to another high school for fourth 
year work. 
Many changes have 
been insti­ 
tuted since that time, designed to 
give the students every 
possible 
opportunity to enjoy advantages of­ 
fered by other high schools. In 1932 
a band was organized and a com­ 
mittee of parents and friends of the 
school appointed. 
Paul A. Hamer, 
Hanover, was chosen director and 
practice held each week. 
From a 
charter membership of 25 this or­ 
ganization has grown to a present 
membership of 60 and is becoming 
well known for its rapid advance­ 
ment. 
Through the efforts of the mem­ 
bers of the 
band 
auxiliary 
and 
townspeople 60 uniforms were pur­ 
chased during the last winier. 
A 
blue cape of whipcord satin, on right 
hand comer of cape are the letter* 


F. H. S., blue, military style caps 
with red cords and pom porns, white 
shirts with blue ties and white 
trousers compose the uniform. 
The band has been filling many 
engagements this summer. 
In the 
fall of 1934, due to the increasing 
interest in the band Mr. Hamer was 
added to the teaching staff of the 
schools as a part time tee acher of 
instrumental 
music. 
Thus every 
pupil of Fairfield and vicinity is 
provided the opportunity of 
free 
musical instruction. 
In 1934, Professor Fitzpatrick wras 
elected 
principal 
of 
the 
Eliza­ 
bethville, Pa., schools and was suc­ 
ceeded by Prof. E. H. Slaybaugh, 
formerly a teacher at Stoyestown, 
Pa. 
During the term of 1934-1935, 
basketball was 
introduced for the 
first time and proved to be a very 
popular sport, both 
boys and girls 
participating. 
Soft ball also was 
started for girls, giving the school a 
well balanced sports program. 
Formerly 
baseball 
and 
soccer 
were the only sports. Basketball is 
played in the old Methodist church 
which was purchased by the board 
of 
school 
directors for a practice 
hall for the band and since has been 
used as gymnasium also. "Hi-Lites,” 
the Fair field 
high 
school 
news­ 
paper was enlarged from a four-to 
a six-page sheet. 
Fairfield 
is the 
only one of the smaller high schools 
in the county having a printed 
I>aper. 
As a climax to the ’34-’35 school 
year, the entire student body spent 
a day at Hershey and Hershey park, 
for recreational and educational pur­ 
poses, At the opening of the school 
year of 35-36 several changes oc­ 
curred in the faculty.

Bill Provides 
For Counties to 
Administer Relief 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 30 (AP)— 1 
George L. Woodward, Philadelphia, 
republican, proposed in the senate 
today that administration of relief 
be transferred from the Emergency | 
Relief Board to the counties. 
Woodward introduced 
a 
bill to 
authorize the change, after George 
L Reed, Dauphin, republican, re­ 
opened the relief fight by blaming 
the new deal administration in Har­ 
risburg 
and 
Washington for 
the 
state's “dilemma.” 
The senate, controlled by organi­ 
zation 
republicans, 
is deadlocked 
with the democratic administration 
over how much 
money the special 
session should appropriate for relief. 
Governor Earle originally demanded 
seventy million 
dollars, 
then 
re- 
vsed his estimate to fifty-five mil­ 
lion dollars; republicans protested 
forty million dollars should be suffi­ 
cient. 
Woodward suggested that county 
assistance boards, composed of five 
citizens be created, all members to 
serve without pay. 
Two members 
would be appointed by the governor, 
two by the common pleas court, and 
the fifth by the chairman of the 
county commissioners. 
Woodward 
proposed 
that 
the 
county board transfer all employ­ 
able married men under relief rolls 
to the Works Progress Administra­ 
tion in exchange for a similar num­ 
ber of unmarried men employed on 
the works program. 
The 
Philadelphian 
said 
this 
“would result in a saving of more 
than one million dollars.” 
A democratic bill and a repub­ 
lican resolution providing for trans­ 
fer of relief on the E. R. B to coun­ 
ties are locked in a committee in 
the democratic house. 


Lehman to Seek 
Re-Election as 
N. Y. Governor 


Albany, N, Y., June 30 (AP) — 
Governor Herbert H. Lehman, dem­ 
ocrat, agreed today to seek a third 
term after receiving a personal re­ 
quest from President Roosevelt to 
carry forward his program of social 
legislation. 
Climaxing a

among 
party leaders in the state and na­ 
tion to urge that Lehman rescind 
his refusal to become a candidate, 
Mr. Roosevelt wrote the governor: 
“Such reconsideration would make 
me very happy—more than that, it 
would make millions of people all 
over the United States very happy.” 
Leas than a day after the letter 
went out from the white house, the 
58-year-old 
banker-Governcr, 
an­ 
nounced at noon that he would run 
again. 
"Regardless of personal consider­ 
ations. 
however 
compelling,” 
he 
said, “I feel that I cull no longer 
resist the pleas of my party both in 
In the state and in the nation,” 
His announcement brought an 
immediate 
expression 
of 
“great 
happiness” from Mr. Roosevelt. 
Many observers expressed the be­ 
lief the governor, who suceeded Mr. ; 
Roosevelt in the state executive 
chair in 1928, would be renominated 
without opposition.
